Abou t 200 persons attend ed the “ going 
away ” party for a tenant Satu rd ay night in 
the clu bhou se of the Via Marina Apartments, 
a sprawling apartment hou se complex for u n­ 
married persons in su bu rban Play a Del Rey , 
officers said . Depu ties were called when a 
y ou ng man became v iolently ill. 
“ When we got there,” said deputy J ames 
Ly le, “ some of the people were acting as though 
they were drugged or intox icated. Some of 
them were staring, some were unusually happy , 
some were sick." 
“ People were screaming, some said the 
walls were mov ing, one man cried that his 
hand s were getting bigger and bigger.” 
(ioing Too Fast 
Ly le said that on the way to Memorial 
Hospital of California a man who appeared 
to be abou t 40 tried to grab the steering wheel 
ou t of his hand . 
“ I was driv ing about 25 miles an hour 


and the man started screaming ‘slow down, 
slow down’ and tried to grab the wheel,” Ly le 
said. “ I told him to sit back and relax . He 
stared at me and sat back. You could tell 
he’d nev er ex perienced a trip before.”

A few hours after the 19 7 0 Founders Day 
crowd greeted Tiemann, the N e b r a s k a 
Democratic Coalition, meeting across town at 
the Congress Inn, decided not to lend its en­ 
dorsement to any Democratic gubernatorial 
candidate.

Nor do we make any pretense of knowing 
enough about the waters of the state to offer anyone advice 
a'; to where various species might bo hitting at any certain 
time. 
We don’t e\en have a fishing speciality. This writer’s luck 
Is equally bad with all fish and in just about all waters. 
But *that is why fishing is .so great -■ its rewards go 
far beyond the catch that might be made. .Now, make no 
mistake about it — a good catch is a mighty rewarding 
ex- 
jierience. It 
is a thrill to feel the pull of the fish on 
the 
end of y our line and to work the eateh successfully into the 
creel. 
And when you can sit down to a dinner of fresh fish, 
you are in 
for a meal fit lor a king. So it is not 
that 
eateiiing fi.sh is 
not of imi)ortance, but that it is only one 
element of things. 


The other clement of fishing is in the sheer enjoyment 
of the pursuit. It is ,'in experience in which you can let yourself 
go. forgetting whatever responsibilities you have or whatever 
troubles might be plaguing you at the moment. 
For a brief lime, the fisherman can return to nature and 
forget about the complexities of the world in which he 
l i ve s 
the rest of (he lime. As you leave the city, the traffic thins 
out and the open road invites you to enjoy a vastncss that 
you tend to forget exists when you spend so much time in 
the city. 
Beyond that city are bills and valley s where the push 
of civilization has not yet gained a foothold. Small wooded 
areas are still found in a near natural state and heavily 
grassed waterways speak of a tranquility born of time and 
patience. 
For the sake of relaxation, the best fishing is at some 
spot that has not become so popular, crome place where the 
natural habitat has not yet been destroy ed or greatly altered. 
This is easier to find along a stream than at a lake or 
pond. 


If you have caught y our timing right, the .stream will 
be running clear and the banks will be free of mud. At 
a bend in the stream, a gnarled old tree stands half in the 
water and half on the land. 
Some of the exiwsed root sy stem may offer an ideal place 
to sit and cast y our line in the water. The current flows 
lazily along, thrown first one way and then another by rocks, 
limbs or other obstacles in its path. 
But every thing about y ou is unhurried. You can hear the 
rush of the water, the singing of the birds and an occasional 
frog splashing into the stream. You have found a place and 
a lime that, for the moment at least, make no demands upon you. 
Time has passed this way, all right, but only to enrich 
what is lliere, only to add another touch of beauty , to encourage 
the natural harmony of life, to coax along the gentility of 
(he aging process. You can't help but marvel at it all and 
profit from its influence.

Goldberg Almost Flubs It 


The shenanigans pulled by Arthur Goldberg 
in New York last week resulted from tiie fact 
that there are few patriarchal figures in public 
life who can count on an obedient following to 
give them a political plum on a platter. 
Goldberg, the former U.S. Supreme Court 
Justice and ambassador to the United Nations, 
after much soul-searching finally by passed a 
race lor the U.S. Senate seat now held by 
Republican Charles Goodell and yielded to 
pleas by Democratic notables to attempt to 
wrest the New York governorship from Nelson 
Rockefeller. The durable GOP rock can be 
beat, it is felt. 
Feigning reluctance, Goldberg told sup­ 
porters — and the nation, via a television news 
panel interview — in recent weeks that he 
would join the race only if he received an 
endorsement 
from 
party 
Democratic State Committee 
overwhelming 
workers at the 
meeting. 


Goldberg received the designation as the 
committee’s candidate last week and promptly 
did an about-face and iurned it down, declar­ 
ing he would follow the petition route to the 
primary to show he was “not a creature of the 
bosses.” That rejection touched off a clamor of 
hissing and booing 
among many of 
the 
delegates and when a rattled Goldberg regained 
the rostrum to claim he would indeed accept 
the committee designation in addition to going 
the petition route to the primary , he created a 
like response. 
The former justice now has a substantial 
number of the state committee disenchanted 
with him and he faces stiff competition in the 
primary from opponents who would also like to 
face Rockefeller and who have promised a 
vigorous campaign. For a man who agreed to 
make the run for governor on the assumption of 
a unified party behind him, Goldberg now finds 
himself in an uncertain position.

No-Strike Theory Lost 


Anticipated settlement of the dispute with 
postal workers has probably settled matters 
there tor some time to come. It is fair to 
assume, too, that the “sick” air traffic con­ 
trollers will be well before long, whether they 
get what they want or not. 
But both situations may have brought an 
end to the principle that government workers 
cannot strike. The airline and postal workers 
could not strike but they did. The postal 
workers, by doing so, received a nice advance 
in pay and other benefits. 
Now, what will be the case with other 
government workers? Will they sit by and wait 
for something good to happen to them or will 
they, too, try the strike route? 
One might lament the situation but what is 


to be done about it? Certainly , a walkout of 
employ es in many areas of our national life 
could have a devastating effect upon our 
society. 
Imagine the damage that could come from 
a 
walkout 
of 
policemen or 
firemen. 
In 
Washington, the entire process of government 
could be stopped by the refusal of civil service 
employes to rejwrt to work. 
Such things will be encouraged as a result 
of the actions of airline and postal employ es 
and that might well be the most serious conse­ 
quence of those two affairs. The government, 
however, has dealt effectively with both situa­ 
tions. In the future, it will have to rely upon its 
legal rights to insure against stoppages in 
critical areas of work.

these firms hire nearly vx- 
clusively through employment 
agencies and they do not pay 
the fee. By doing this, these 
firms are limiting themselves 
and Lincoln to the lesser am­ 
bitious 
and 
lower 
quality 
graduates because the ambi­ 
tious people will migrate to 
where the opportunities are. 
I and many others will leave 
Lincoln before paying a fee of 
between $650 and $800 to get. a 
job. Is this necessary ?
